Wien the French took possession of Too- 
kia they made a great noise about tapping 
the provinces of Kwangsi aid Yunnan 
and earrying off the trade of South Western 
China, Tho tall talk that was indulged in 
created some apprehension ia England, and 
Consul Bourne's mission to Yunnan wea 
mainly. undertaken with a view to discover 
how far the trde of ‘that province oould 
‘be deflected into Tonkin, Ho found that 
France was not likely to reap much gain 
in this respect from’ her recent conquests, 
at least not in the immediate future. Now 
we find an admission by’ the Fronch them- 


selves that their hopes have not been realis- | 


ad. A writer in ZL’ Avenir du Tonkin des- 
cribes tho situation as follows :—‘ There is 
a general illusion with regard to our com- 
mercial cutlets with Yunnan. Tho illusion 
was oxcusable at tho timo we were con- 
quering Tonkin, but it is no longer so. 
To dony this would be only to expuse our- 
golvea to seriovs mortifications in the 
future. Laokai, ‘being the head of tho 
Teed River, was acommercint point that was 
greatly envied on account of the important 
customs receipts obtained thero and as a 
means of maintaining relations with Yun- 
nan, Thoro was certainly reason to hopo 
that the Government of the Protectorate 
would create thera an important source 
of revenue and that a steadily increas- 
ing commerce would make of that place 
8 market of the first order. The Black 
Flag leader Lu-renh-phuoe had made his 
head-quarters there and had established 6 
custom housa, which brought in annually 
1,600,000 frs.. Ask our Directors of Cus- 
toma, and it- will bo acen that our receipts 
attain scarcely ‘the twentieth of that sum. 
The principal exportation products are, 
salt, picked cotton, Joss aticke and petro- 


leum. These constitate ‘the wholesale 
trade. Then como various pickles, matting, 
matches, potteries, constituting tho retail 
‘trade. The goods imported into Tonkin 
are principally guano, Chinese medicines, 
Yannan tea, Chinese spirits, dya wood, and 
fron in small quantities. Now, salt, our 
principal oxport, haa recently been shut out 
of Yunnan. Excessive dues and finally 
interdiction of entry have slmost com- 
pletely destroyed the trade, On thie ac- 
count salt, which was auld generally at from 
$6 to $7 a-picul, has suddenly fallen to $1 ; 
and in spite of sll, owing to their finding 
no outlet, salt junks from Hanoi have been 
obliged to return with their cargoes. The 
reason is that the Chineas possess impor- 
tant mines of rock salt in Yunnan and that 
our marine salt, quoted at lower*figures, 
was competing to a large extent with the 
product of these mines. To protect their 
production they hava imposed prohibitive 
dues. If tho idea of protecting their trade 
was the only motive of the Chinese Go- 
vernment, we would have nothing to say. 
But there is another thing—a desire to 
faolate themselves, which has been manifest 
on many ocessions, Why, for example, 
have the Chinese prohibited the exporta- 
tion of cattle réquired for the feeding of 
our military stations, and of pack horses 
which are so useful to our troops? Tha 
inhabitants of Yunnen are the first to suffer 
by thia condition of things. They have 
ahown on many occasions a desire to enter 
into relation with us, but they have been 
stopped by the veto of the mandarins,’ 
The French are evidontly realising tho trath 
of the saying that ‘one man may leada 
horse to the water but a huadred wiil not 
makethe horse drink.’ They have reached 
the Yunnan and Kwangsi frontier and 
even obtained open frontier stations in 
these provinces. Still the trade will not 
come. The Chinese will not deal with 
them. This sullen reasrve would, we aup- 
pose, disappear in time; but our French 
neighbours hace got such arotten fiscal sys- 
tem, being almost as exclusive as the Chi- 
nese, that we fear it will bo long before 
they turn their rich Colony to any use.

Unfortunately tho loss in 
1887 was perhaps more than we anticipated 
at last ‘ineeting, the final out-turn of that 
year showing that wo paid claims fur 
$145,171, equal to 71.47 per cont. of the 
premium paid. However, it must be satis- 
factory‘to you, gentlemen, to know that in 
apite. of this heavy loss the accoonts have 
wound up so favourably. It iso very groat 
proof to my mind that in spite of the fre- 
quency of iresand osses that are occurring 
‘that the Company has receive? year by 
year a lirger suppott than previously. If 
you take into consideration the dimination 
of the tates of premia as compared with 
those of furmer yeara, I think the fact that 
we are abla to go on nearly as well as we 
have done cannot be regarded aos auything 
but satiefactory, In 1888 the fires wero 
again numerous; but the Company re- 
stricted its operations in cortain classes of 
tisk and its losses have so far been very 
moderate, Since the commencement of 
this year we have paid claims amounting to 
$3133, aud there ia nothing now unscttled. 
The ques'ion of course is, Can a check be 
put upon these fires. It really “looks as if 
the legislation passed in the Colony has 
done good, At any rate the faot remaina 
that since thy commencement of thie year 
tho fires have been very much fewer than 
during the same period of tho preceding 
two years. Ido not think we can alwaya 


expect to be so, frev from fires. a4 we} F 


have been doring the last mouth and 
ahalf or two manths, but it is satisfactory 
to Know that we have got over these 
months with but little loss. The securities

EKTRAORDINARY MEETING, 

The Chairman—The object of this meet- 
ing is to obtain the consent of the share- 
holders to a change in the Articles of 
Association which bas ‘been onptemplated 
hy the directors for tho last three yenra, 
but did not become a pressing necessity 
unti] now. The proposal is to‘increase the 
limit of risk hitherto made binding upon 
the Company fiom $100,000 tu $160,0u0. 
Thia increase is not required for the pur- 
pose of taking larger lines than at p-esent 
and consequently ranning heavier risks, but 
in order to ‘enable the Company to ac- 
coinmodate itself to the modern warehouse 
ayatem which has grown up in-Hoagkong, 
Shanghai and elsewhere. Tt will bo obvious 
that the aggregate of the Company’s policies 
upon, say the. Kowloon godowns, is more 
than e lac of dollars; and neither the Oom- 
pany nor the policy-holders can tell that 
‘the risks aro su divided that:-the sum re- 
presented in any one godown shall. at no 
time exceed $100,000, In fact it is atmost 
certain that the immense sorting godowns 
frequently hold much more. Therefore 
tho diroctura’ wish tho prosent limit in- 
ereaned by $50,000, which is similar to 
what was asked and obtsined from the 
asbareholders of the Hongkong Fire Insur- 
ance Go. in 1888. I think you will all

LOSS OF THE OCEAN STEAMER 
PRIAM. 


The London and Chia Express says :— 
Wo much regret to have to record that the 
British stoamor Priam was lost off the 
Sisaryas Islands, between Corunna and 
Cape Finisterre, during wgule at five o'clock 
on the morning of the 12thinst. The first 
officiu] telegrams recaived at Madrid greatly 
exaggerated the gravity of the shipwreck, 
The lishermen, whose attention was attract- 
ed by the firing of the ship's guna, with 
Frsuch difficulty succeeded iu rescuing Osp- 
tain Jackson, thirty-seven‘of the crew, and 
one male passenger. The sufferurs ware 
tronted kindly by tha Spanish seamen, who 
housed, fed, and clad them ns best they 
could, They aro now in the lonely little 
port of Malpica. Four femnle passengers, 
four suilors, and the ship’s aurgeon were 
drowned, The cargo was lost, and the ship 
a total wreck, 

The Sisargas Ielands, on which the Prian 

was wrecked, lis about midway between 
Corunna and Gape Finisterre, They are 
two in number, and on the larger of the two 
there ia a lighthouse, which exhibits a 
light, visible in clear weather at a distance 
of twelve miles. A telegram from Livor- 
pool states that the following telegram has 
been recvived :-—'Priant on rock ; broken 
in taro, full of water, Fair prospect of 
salvage ; cargo being- pil'aged.’ Another 
telegram states that the J’riam sank in 40 
feet water at low tide, 
“Phe ames of the nine unfortunate people 
who loat their lives by the wreck were tele- 
graphed to the Liverpool ownets of the 
steamor, It appears that when the steamer 
left Liverpool she had a yaluable general 
cargo and five first class passengers. These 
latter were Mr and Mrs Darhyshire, of 
Wi Elizabeth mith (Mra, Darbyshiro'a 
mnid).; Mies Olark, Liverpool; and Mr 
Eaatwich, of Hristel.. The three former 
were going to Penang, aud Miss Clark to 
Shanghai. The telegrams atate that Mr 
Eastwich was the only one of the passen- 
gorasaved, Five uf the craw were lost. The 
following are the names of four of the un- 
forinnate people :—Sydiey Ernest Holder, 
London, surgeon; Arthur J. Bishop, chief 
steward, London; G, Raeburn Formby, 
second cook; and Catharine O'Rourke, 
atawardess, London. . The fifth nary was 
given ag Graham, engineer, aud the owners 
were of opinion that this referred to Mr 
David Graham, the second engineer, but to 
make certain they telegraphed fur definite 
information, 

The Priam was a well-known stea- 
mer, having traded between Liverpool and 
China -for the past oighteev, years, The

ACCOUNT OF TRE OUTBREAK AT 
CHINKIANG BY CONSUL 
MANSFIELD. 


The following account vf tho outbreak at 
Chinkiang is given by Mr Manoficld, 
H.B.M.'s-Consul at that port -— 

‘At 2 p.m. on the Sth aman said to have 
been kicked by a Sikh policeman 
bronght to H.B.M.'s Consulate. Ho 
oxamined by tho forvign doctor, who 
there was nv trace vf violence. The caso 
was dismissod, and as it afterwards appear- 
ed, tho man was left lying on the boundary 
road of the conceasion, until the afternoun 
of tho 7th, when ho was removed to Ue ma- 
gistracy. He is at present in perfect health, 
and the Chinese officials acknowledge that 
the accusation against the polica was un- 
founded. The maiter,,juwover, appears 
te have beou made a pretext, and at about 
4 p.m, a crowd of boys and men began to 
atone three Sikhs off duty who were 
in the Polico Compound. Being a 

Chinese holiday, tho reads were full of 
plo who joined in and attacked the Po- 
Fico Station and toro it to pieces. While 
so ongaged, fivo avldiers arrived in 
responsy to a demand for protection sent by 
H.B.M.’s Consul, These men never moved 
| mGinger to stop tho wrecking, looting and 
shouting. They afterwards went away 5 
a Chineso official then came in a chair to 
the acene, bit he was hustled and his chair 
overthrown, Tha Station being reduced

won accomphehed by abont 1 or 1 pm, 
as far as is known, and it is thonghet that 
further destruction was atepped by the 
arrival of 400 aoldiera from Silver alana, 
Whon the Hritiah Consnlate was attecked 
the U.S. Consul and his wife vere 
there whon the gate was bort in. The 
whole party, consisting wf Gen. Jenes, Mrs 
Jones and child, Mra Manetiold and two 
children, two amahe apd a gentleman 
visiting them, went to the back dow te 
try and get out of the premises but were 
prevented. They tried ta yet uut of the 
aida door but were stoned and driven back 
by the moh, and had to retreat ap the hill 
accompanied by the constable and his wife 
and daughter. In the meantime Mr Mans. 
field who bad remained infthe Consulate, was 
Griven out by the moh and joined the rest 
of the party as they returned fren their 
fruitlesa attempt in climbing ta the 
top of the bill They managed to tear 
down part of the wall, and after a wen 
ry walk around of neatly a mile, they 
arrived on board the Aiaaayii, which fe 
tunately bud arrived before the riot, and 
‘waa moored to Butteriield & Swiro's lulk ; 
noarly all the residents were on board escupt 
some Miasionarics who sent rnessaes ns to 
their whereabouts, aud about one o'clock 
on the Gch a party was made up to ge und 
bring them off from the Chinese | house 
whoro they bad taken rofu; This waa 
effected withuut ditticulty Early, ou the 
morning of the Oth sb. they collected 
again and became threatening. They vow 
occupied the Bund opposite the hulk, bat 
the draw-bridye was kept up and they threw 
stones which barely reached the hulk. 
They threatened Me Bean's hose; Mr 
Bean having unforvunately ventured out, 
was ubliged to beat a hasty reteeat. The 
‘burning of sume small houses occupied by 
Customs peuple outside the settlement 
drew the mob away from the hulk, To- 
wards 2o'clock a large number of troops 
arrived and pitched their tents al along the 
Bund. The night of the Och passed quiel- 
ly, and on the 7th though ao large crowd 
way still in the Concession, there was no 
further rioting, Ou tho mourning of the 
6th tho suldiers mady a cluan sweep of 
everything left by the mob in the U.S. 
Consulate. On the afternoon of thy 7th 
tho Muti: arrived and tuvk the place of 
the Shanghat which bad roplaced the 
Naankin which bad in turn succeeded the 
Kiangyt alongsidy of Butterfield and 
Swire's bulk. 

On the morning of the Sth the crowd of 
soldiers were sent out uf the Concession 
and put about the entrances, while the 
Municipal Police aided by a fuw soldiers 
cleared the idlera out of the Concession. 
Whon the rivt happened the Tactai and 
Prefect were both atuent, while the Tartar 
garrison was almost ina state of mutiny 
owing to arrears in their wages. HB. M.'s 
Consul had therefore uv protection to fall 
back on, but the troops on the Paokai-shan, 
who were very hostile w foreigners on 
account of friction with the Police caused 
by the soldiers having on frequent ocea- 
sions ridden at great speed in the streets 
contrary ty the regulations. It is said that 
the row was arranged by somo hawkers 
who had been prevented from plying their 
trade in the Concession, and that the 
soldiers were in league with them and that 
the so-called wounded man intentionally 
provoked the Police into giving him a push 
and then threw himself down and pretend- 
ed to be in a dying state. Thero is 
absolote proof that he was an impostor. 

WHY RESISTANCE WAS NOT OFFERED, 
To the Editor of the 
Noerr-Coma Darcy News. 

Sir,—As people will probably bo asking 
why wo did not maka some ahow of resist- 
pace to the mob when our settlement was 
first attacked, and before the crowd be- 
came teo numerous, I send you a few lines 
of explanation which are in justice due to 
our community and specially to Mr Mans- 
field, H.BM.'s Consul. 

After the Police Station was rushed our 
first thought was, naturally, to place tho 
Tadies and children in safety, and our
